REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 
1 , 7, and 13 of the current application teaches similar subject matter as the prior 
art of Stewart at al. (US 6,714,964), Hull at al. (US 2007/0253020), Warmus at al. 
(US 5,963,968) and Ryan at al. (US 7,206,087). Howavar claims 1 , 7, and 13 
are allowed for the reasons pointed out by the applicant's remarks filed on 02 
March 2009 (page 10). Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "dynamically and 
automatically creating a document profile for the document file based on 
specific requirements defined at the designer location and particular 
capabilities of devices at a print service provider location and applying the 
dynamically created document profile to the document file; automatically 
adjusting characteristics of the document file based on the dynamically 
created document profile" as racitad in claim 1, and "automatically 
determining a document profile for the document file from a plurality of 
document profiles available at the print service provider location and 
applying the determined document profile to the document file: 
automatically adjusting characteristics of the document file based on the 
determined document profile" as racitad in claims 7 and 13. 

3. Claims 2-6, 8-12, and 14-19 are allowad for being dependant on an 
allowable base claim.
